GLUTTON  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1952, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  past  year  1952. 

During  that  year  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor , (Mr. 
Shaw) left  the  service  of  the  District  Council  after  many  years  of 
service. 


I wish  to  oxpress  my  thanks  to  him  for  his  help  in  the  years 
that  have  passed  and'  it  must  he  remembered  that  they  wero  very 
difficult  years  throughout  the  World  War  II. 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  you  will  find  statistics  which  have 
been  asked  for  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  skeleton 
form  and  in  some  instances  you  will  notice  that  the  information  is 
given  as  ’’not  knov/n”. 

These  statistics  have  been  prepared  by  your  present  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Surveyor  (Mr.  Drakes)  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  but 
in  these  few  cases  he  has.  not  been  able  to  find  the  appropriate  records. 

May  I say  how  much  I welcome  Mr.  Drakes  and  wish  him  well 
in  Ms  new  post.  I feel  confident  that  this  Council  have  acquired  a 
man  with  a good  knowledge  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  a rural  area.  He 
has  a sound  knowledge  of  the  law  appertaining  thereto  and  has  already 
made  his  mark  in  the  departments  that  he  has  had  time  to  tackle,  I 
am  afraid  that  he  has  an  uphill  task,  but  I have  no  fear  but  that  he  will 
surmount  his  difficulties  in  time. 

He  will  certainly  get  all  the  backing  he  needs  from  me. 

The  Ministry  have  asked  that  this  report  be  prepared  on  the 
same  lines  as  the  report  for  1951* 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  . 1946. 

LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  UNDER  PART  III.  CARE  OF  EXPECTANT  AND 
NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Is  controlled  by  the  Coimty  Council,  the  work  is  done 
through  the  patients  own  Doctor  and  the  District  Nurse,  Antenatal 
work  is  carried  out  by  them  or  at  Antenatal  Clinics  generally 
situated  in  the  local  available  hospitals.  Patients  are  encouraged 
to  report  to  one  or  both  in  the  early  months  in  order  that  these 
preliminary  examinations  can  be  instituted  and  conducted,  at  regular 
intervals,  • 

Patients  can  have  their  babies  either  at  home  or  in  a 
hospital,  in  the  former  case  being  attended  by  their  own  nurse  and 
doctor. 

They  remain  under  their  care  for  6 weeks  or  more  if  needed. 

In  many  areas  there  are  Child  WelfaPe  Clinics  to  continue  the 
health  supervision  of  the  child  until  it  is  5 years  of  age  and  starts 
school.  In  addition  the  mother  and  child  are  visited  at  intervals  by 
their  District  Nurse  who  can  summon  the  Doctor  when  needed. 

The  scheme  works  extremely  well  and  there  has  been  no  need 
for  modification  since  its  inception-  in  1948, 

HEALTH  VISITING.  Is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council  and  is  done 
by  Nurses  on  the  County  Staff.  They  appear  to  visit  all  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  and  cases  of  bad  housing  conditions  with  or  without 
overcrowding.  The  result  is  frequently  a letter  to  your  M.O.H. 
demanding  a new  Council  House  for  the  householder 
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nOI.'iE  I-TUR3ING  SERVICE,  Conducted  iDy  the  District  Nurses.  No  special 
staff  in  this  area, 

VACCETATION  aND  II\g.!IJNIZATION  are  carried  out  hy  G-eneral  Practitioners 
under  a scheme  supervised  hy  the  County  Council,  Children  up  to  5 
years  of  age  can  he  Immunized  against  Diphtheria  hy  their  own  Doctor, 
This  inv .Gives  two  injections  at  intervals  of  four  weeks  of  A.P.T, 
supplied  hy  the  County  Authority.  From  5 to  iU  years  whilst  the  child 
is  at  school  a further  bolstering  dose  in  given  hy  the  County  School 
Nedical  Officer  when  visiting  the  schools. 

This  service  has  almost  eliminated  Diphtheria  from  the  List 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  I cannot  remetwher  when  I last  saw  a case 
and  the  figures  for  the  whole  country  are  a magnificent  testimony  to 
the  efficiency  of  "Preventive  Medicine". 

VACCINATION  is  available  to  all  persons  of  all  ages  hy  their  own 
Doctor  under  a County  Council  Scheme.  Payment  for  both  services 
to  the  Doctor  is  hy  the  Somerset  County  Council, 

I regret  to  say  that  in  my  experience  Vaccination  is  not 
used  as  thoroughly  as  it  should  he, 

AI!BUIAJ\^CE  SERVICE  including  the  provision  of  free  transport  for  those 
unable  to  travel  hy  public  transport.  The  service  is  excellent  and 

a great  boon  to  the  sick  and  injured.  The  staffs  are  unfailingly 

prompt  and  helpful  and  a special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  them  for 
the  excellent  work  they  do  and  the  way  they  do  it,, 

DOL^IS.TIC  HELP  3H1VICE.  In  this  District  is  run  hy  the  W.V.S.  It  is 
of  great  assistance  to  the  sick  and  the  aged  sick.  Unfortunately 
the  supply  of  Helps  is  not  large,  I wish  it  could  he  augmented,  hut 
the  work  they  do  is  badly  needed  and  greatly  appreciated. 

INST  ITU  TION;lL  ACCOI.IMODATION  FOR  THE  AGED  SICK.  In  my  report  for  the 
year  1950  I drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  was  then  a great 
shortage  of  accommodation  for  this  class  of  case. 

I regret  to  state  now  that  the  position  has  not  improved.  The 
waiting  time  before  such  a case  can  he  admitted  is  desperately  long. 

In  mory  cases  too  long  and  the  patient  dies  before  a bed  can  he  found, 

I still  feel  very  strongly  that  this  is  the  greatest  failure  of  the 
Health  Scheme,  As  far  as  I can  see  there  is  no  additional 
accommodation  and  no  immediate  prospect  of  any  and  the  demand  gro'ws 
greater  every  year.  The  conditions  under  which  some  of  these  poor 
old  people  have  to  end  their  days  whilst  awaiting  a vacancy  in  a 
hospital  are  to  put  it  mildly,  pathetic.  I know,  because  I see  it 
all  too  often. 

The  National  Health  Service  as  a whole  is  working  well 
throughout  this  District.  There  have  been  very  few  alterations 
in  the  original  set  up,  except  that  in  July  1952  the  Government  found 
it  necessary  to  cut  down  the  cost  of  the  scheme  and  to  that  end 
instituted  payments  for  medecines,  prescriptions  and  certain  special 
classes  of  goods  or  appliances,  such  as  elastic  stockings,  glasses, 
teeth  etc, , 

I have  heard  very  few  complaints  about  this. 

NATIOJTiLL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  19U8.  SECTION  47. 

NO  action  v/as  taken  during  the  year, 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

As  in  previous  years  the  quality  has  remained  excellent, 
hat  the  quantity  is  only  Just  sufficient,  whilst  in  times  of  drought 
-r  low  rainfall,  there  are  definite  shortages  at  certain  high  spots 
on  our  mains.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  at  least  a partial 
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supply  going  to  these  places  until  general  conditions  improve, 

V/e  hope  to  he  on  a sounder  basis  when  we  get  out  quota  from  the 
new  Chew  Ctoke  reservoir. 

There  is  a steady  increase  of  consumers  on  the  mains, 
both  for  domestic  purposes  and  agriculture.  The  latter  now  maice  heavy 
demands  on  the  available  water,  especially  in  the  mornings  when 
milk  has  to  be  cooled  and  cowsheds  washed  down, 

SEtf'/ERtiGE  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  position  remains  the  same  as  for  many  years  past,  A 
comprehensive  scheme  for  the  whole  District  is  urgently  needed,  but 
perforce  must  wait  its  turn.  There  are  still  far  too  many  privies, 
bucket  closets,  old  stone  drains  and  leaking  cesspits,  whilst  the 
local  streams  are  the  recipients  of  an  unknown  quantity  of  extrem.ely 
noxious  effluent.  In  spite  of  all  this  I have  never  heard  of  an 
outbreak  of  disease  'irectly  attributable  to  this  service  in  the 
Glutton  iU'ea, 


FOOD  POISONING  OUTBREAKS. 

There  have  been  None. 

HOUSING. 

A further  64  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  past 

year. 

This  has  certainly  gone  some  way  towards  alleviating  the 
immediate  distress  in  the  parishes  v/hich  received  them.  In  fact  in 
some  parishes  there  are  now  very  fev/  families  who  still  need 
rehousing.  Some  other  parishes  need  about  the  same  number  of  houses 
again  before  all  the  needs  will  be  removed,  and  yet  a few  parishes, 
to  wit  Stanton  Drew,  are  in  dire  need  of  large  numbers  of  new  houses 
quickly,  I know  of  families  living  in  this  village  in  houses  which 
are  a menance  to  health  and  a disgrace  to  present  day  standards. 

And  in  addition  throughout  the  whole  District  there  is 
a great  deal  of  old  and  substandard  property  which  will  have  to  be  the 
subject  of  a new  Housing  Survey  in  the  near  future.  Much  of  this 
housing  will  fall  below  the  mimimum  and  will  need  demolition. 

Yet  there  are  fev/,  if  any,  unoccupied  dwellings  in  the  area  which 
indicates  the  need  for  yet  more  new  houses  to  take  the  place  of  this 
old  property  mentioned  above. 

The  new  Council  Houses  are  excellent  dwellings  and  much 
appreciated  by  their  tenants.  Such  an  improvement  in  housing 
conditions  is  bound  to  pay  big  dividends  in  the  health  of  the 
occupants,  especially  children. 

There  are  99  houses  in  course  of  construction.  There 
are  1 308 • applicants  for  Council  Houses  at  the  end  on  the  year. 

It  should  be  understood  that  an  applicantion  for  a 
Council  House  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  applicant  really 
needs  one,  but  in  some  cases  would  like  a nice  new  house.  This 
is  where  your  Ho:-e  e Letting  Sub-Committee  come  in  and  where  their 
job  sometimes  becom.es  extremely  difficult, 

in  previous  years  v/e  do  our  best,  though  lots  of 
people  doubt  it. 


MILK, 

This  industry  still  thrives  throughout  the  area.  It  is 
becoming  a m.ore  and  miore  highly  specialized  and  highly  supervised 
industry. 
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There  is  a rapid,  expansion  in  the  number  of  dairy  herds 
qualifying  for  Attested  Licences  and  as  a further  improvement  the 
acquisition  of  T.T.  Licences  for  the  prod.uction  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Lilk* 

An  Attested  Licence  is  granted  only  after  every  cow 
arrived  on  the  farm  has  passed  three  successive  tests  by  Veterinary 
Surgeons,  without  showing  reaction  to  their  innoculations^ 

A T.T,  Milk  Licence  is  granted  only  after  the  cowsheds, 
dairies,  utensils  etc,,  have  been  passed  by  an  official  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  as  being  up  to  his  required  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  modernity. 

There  is  a premium  payment  of  2d  per  gallon  for  each  of 
these  licences  when  acquired,  making  a total  of  4d  per  gallon  over 
and  above  the  basic  Milk  Board  price  for  the  current  month. 

All  milk  should  be  cooled  before  leaving  the  farm.  All 
milk  is  now  heat  treated  on  receipt  by  the  big  dairies  and  emerges 
as  pasteurized  or  sterialized  T.T.  or  Non  T.T.  Milk  for  sale  to 
the  public. 


OTHER  INDUS TRIES. 


Goa.!  iiiining.  Printing  and  iigriculture  remain  the  three 
main  occupations  in  the  District,  to  v/hich  might  now  be  added 
Reservoir  making  at  Chew  Stoke,  This  has  temporarily  absorbed 
a lot  of  local  labour. 


INEECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


152  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year,  of  which 
91  were  Whooping  Gough,  29  Scarlet  Fever  and  18  Measles,  a total 
of  138. 


There  was  a widespread  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough  of 
only  moderate  severety  and  the  Scarlatina  outbreak  was  also  in 
most  cases  extremely  mild. 

There  was  afairly  extensive  outbreak  of  Influenza  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Other-wise  the  health  of  the  District  has  been  good.
